Not only 
will the ‘application of this slogan 
to alfalfa, or suitable clover or hay 
crops go far to meet the ungency of 
the present situation but it would 
also provide a uscful and profitable 
rotation medium for keeping soil up 
to production capacity ard assist in 
weed control. This scale of planting 
not only provides adcquate pasturage 
but allows a surplus of feeding to 
other farm an'ima's and often pro- 
vides a carry-over of hay to a lean 
yoar.

Signs, the board ruled, shall be er- 
ected only within two miles of any 
city or town and shall not be closer 
than 500 feet to each other. They 
shall also not be erected any closer 
than 500 feet to any road intersection 
or railway crossing, or any position 
on a roadway where, in the opinion 
of the board, there is danger.. 

Signs shall not be erected at any 
pc.nt where such an erection would 
spoil the natural scenic beauty, ac- 
cording to the board's! rulings. This 
clause supersedes the 500 feet sec- 
tion of the board’s regulations in re- 
gard to signs. 

Business transacted by the board 
was of a routine nature other than 
the passing of regulations of the 
board. These generally were of a 
technical nature.

Clover a Honey Maker 

Clover and honey have always 
beem intimately associated and with 
good reason. Figures supplied by the 
Lennoxville Experimenta} Station of 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture show that clover leads as a 
source of nectar supplying the honey 
flow during the year for 40 days; 
fruit blooms supply nectar 26 days 
of the year, the dandelion for 23 days 
the raspberry and goldenrod each for 
20 days, with pussy willow starting 
the season with a 13 al supply. 


BUFFALO REMAINS 
FOUND IN CALGARY 


PROVES BELIEF HERDS FORM- 
ERLY DRIVEN FROM CLIFFS 
TO DESTRUCTION 


Bringing back more realistically 
than any written word, the thrilling 
days of the early west when Indians 
once killed for food and clothing by 
driving herds of buffalo over the cut 
banks where schools and houses are 
now being erected, a. number of buf- 
falo skulls and bones have been un- 
earthed by workmen excavating for 
the new Rideau Park public school 
near the Etbow river at Thirty-finst 
avenue west, at Calgary. 

Situated at the foot of Mission Hill 
where a steep cliff drops into the 
Rideau Park flat, the accidental find 
at this point bears out the stories of 
old-timens that Indians once stam- 
peded their prey along the top of 
the hill to death in the valley below. 

Indians found that one of the most 
successful ways of killing buffalo 
when they needed pemmican or canoe 
coverings was to chase a large herd 
over just such a cliff. Many would be 
killed or maimed as they crashed 
over the bank and were trampled by 
the followers. Coming into the arena 
in the wake of the mob, the Indians 
would kill the wounded. They would 
be provisioned for many moons and 
there would be work for the squaws, 
who would make clothing from the 
fur and covering for canoes from the 
hides, 

Stampeded by a coyote or some- 
thing bright flashing in the gun, the 
buffalo would often go wildly to 
their own destruction without being 
driven by the red men As those

TOURISTS PAY SHARE 
OF LIQUOR REVENUE 


CANADIAN CONTROL BDS. RE- 
PORT ON BUSINESS 
OF YEAR 


TORONTO, Canada—In 1929 the 
province of Ontario spent $56,487,514 
with its Liquor Commission accord- 
ing to official figures. For the latest 
fiscal year the Liquor Commission of 
Quebec province received only $27- 
907,430 It is not a fact however as 
ihese sums might indicate that On- 
tario spends twice ag much as Quebeu 
fcr intoxicating beverages. Under th> 
Ontarig gydtem the Commission’s re- 
ceipbs el Wyeal expenditures 
for beer and wine as well as spirits 
end there are no retail sale by bot- 
tke or ghass. The Quebec system on 
the other hand, provides for beer tav 
erns for sale of beer and ale from 
licensed premises direct to the con- 
sumer and for wine licenses in cer- 
tain types of hotels and these large 
items do not appear in the Commis- 
sion’s totals. 

While the reports of all provincial 
liquor commissions indicate increas- 
ing sales there is no evidence that 
the prohibitionist are making ap- 
preciable progress in their unceasing 
efforts to abolish the prevailing Can 
adian method of handling the pro- 
bem. Hon J. E. Brownlee, Premier 
of Alberta told a depubatiom from the 
Prohibition Association that. while 
personally he was opposed to the sale 
of liquor there was no uSe going a- 
gainst public opinion and he declined 
tc submit a referendum at this time 

It is pointed out by supporters of 
!he Government control plan that in 
creased liquor sales have gone hand 
in hand with great increases in tour 
ist traffic and they submit it is a 
case of ca and effect. Last year 
1,508,808 foreign automobiles were 
reported into Canada, more than; one 
million of them entering under sixty 
day permits and obviously not all of 


PERSISTENT RUMORS WILL NOT 


DOWN; ANNOUNCEMENT 18 
CORROBORATED 


News which created quite a sen- 
sation in inner oil circles over the 
week end, was the corroboration of 
a former announcement that the 
Royal Dutch Shell Oil Co. is taking 
a very active interest in the crude — 
oil field at Wainwright, 

This has been received with gredt, 
credence im well-informed quartera 
from whence it is believed that the 
project will probably materialise and. 
is to the effect that this world-wide 
corporation is carrying on negotiat- 
ions with the Dominion government 
at Ottawa to drill for oil in our Na- 
tional Buffalo Park. 

“It must be understood” said one 
person who is in close touch with af 
fairs ‘that the Royal Dutch Shell. 
practically represents the British gov 
ernment and what is being done now 
amounts to negotiations taking place 
between the two governments. Under 
these circumstances I see no rea- 
son why the government should re- 
fuse to allow the Dutch Shell the op 
portunity to examine the Wainwright 
areas” 

The same person added that it is 
known to be pant of the policy of the 
British government to secure oil 
areas which might be used as reser 
ves or developed immediately if cir 
cumstances demanded. 

It is very reasonable to believe that 
the British government is interested 
in the Wainwright field. Crude oil is 
required for the navy and a heavier 
oi] will probably be utilized for air- 
oplane use im the not too distant fu- 
ture. The Wainwright field produces 
a good crude which may be found to 
be entirely suitable for such purposes 

It is stated that the buffalo park 


is regarded as a very likely prospect 
for oil-bearing strata and that geolo 
gical’ reports are highly favorable. 


It is predicted that the entry of the 


Dutch Shell in the field will be the 
forerunner of big activity in this 
area. 


Fruit is Still Popular 


While the consumption of fruit per 


capita in Canada to-day is as great 


as it ever was, there has been a def 
inite shift of popular favour from 


Canadian fruits, particularily apples 


to imported citrous fruits and banan- 
as. Statistics compiled by the Fruit 
Branch of the Dominion Department 


of Agriculture show that the larger 


urban centres in Canada during the 


year 1929 handled 75 per cent more 


citrous fruits and bananas than they 
did of apples 8,619 carloads of the 
former being used as against 2,371 
carloads of the latter. With 431 car 
loads of imported apples deducted the 
preference for imported fruits would 
appear to be 10 to 1. Apple consump- 
tion in Canada in 1910 was 64 pounds 


per capita; itlis now less than half 
that ambdunt, being 31.6 pounds per 
capita. With as much fruit being 


used to-day as ever before, the pres- 
ent situation is really the challenge 
of a new opportunity to the Canadian 
fruit grower.

The heavy residue of asphalt base 
which is left after refining the Wain - 
wright crude oil at the Associated Re 
finery has now found a new market 
in Saskatoon, where a large plant is 
being fired with this material through 
oi] bunners. 

A university test on this oil shows 
it will produce 19,140 B.T.U.’s per 
pound (compared to the oil that oad 
been usd previously of 17,670) plus 
the asphalt residue which weighs & 
pound more per gallon than the other 
giving an advantage in favor of the 
Wainwright product of 32,370 B.T.
